And  lotus  sweetly  blow. 

Is  a garden  fair,  with  perfume  rare,

Thus,  the  author  describes  the  abode  of  Krishna,  a young 
Hindoo  1 rince. 

Therein,  stands  a Temple,  dedicated  to  the  God  Brahma;  the 
marble  dome  of  this  Sacred  Sanctuary,  reflects  the  first  flame  of 
light  from  the  morning  s sun  as  it  bursts  into  sudden  glory,  as 
by  magic. 

At  this  hour,  we  find  the  Hindoos  assembled,  “offering  prayer 
to  Brahma  for  aid,  should  famine  e’er  descend.” 

Krishna,  becoming  enamored  with  the  beauty  and  grace  of  Radha.  a dancing  girl  of  the  T emple,  beseeches 
her  to  forsake  the  garden  and  fly  with  him.  Radha,  singing  gaily,  heeds  him  not,  for  it  was  ordained  unlaw- 
ful to  love  one  of  higher  caste;  but  suddenly  her  heart  yields  to  his  entreaties,  and  while  the  chime  from  a 
distant  Minaret  floats  softly  upon  the  perfumed  breezes  of  the  night,  they  glide  down  the  cool  stream,  to 
"Realms  of  Bliss.” 

Famine  and  Plague  invade  the  land I,  and  fair  Radha  dies  a victim.  Krishna. heartbroken,  and  now  an  out- 
cast. keeps  vigil  over  bis  ’’jasmine  fair.’’  until  prostrate  by  anguish  and  despair,  he  falls  across  her  lifeless 
form,  while  o’er  the  arid  land,  the  solemn  chant  of  the  Brahmins'  is  heard, still  invoking  a prayer  for  aid.

A wonderful  setting  of  four  Spanish 
sketches  for  the  piano,  written  in  this  young 
American  composer's  most  artistic  and  de- 
scriptive manner,  abounding  in  the  local 
color  and  characteristics  of  the  music  of  Old 
Castile. 


The  opening  number  “AT  TWILIGHT,”  introduces 
the  weird  strains  of  a distant  lute,  whose  langorous 
melody  is  wafted  on  the  soft  evening  breeze,  and 
soon  augmented  by  the  strains  of  a group  of  musi- 
cians, who  wander  from  their  housetops  to  the 
Square  below. 

Joined  by  a gay  crowd  of  merry-makers,  they  in- 
dulge in  a spiri.ed  '“PLAZA  DANCE.” 

Through  the  pale  moonlight,  from  sweet  scented 
orange  gro\es,  a lover's  guitar  is  heard.  as 

“'NEATH  A BALCONY”  he  so  fly  pleads  to  his 
fair  one.  This  exqui  i e Serenade  cannot  fail  to 
elicit  the  admiration  of  the  most  fas’idious  artist. 

The  fourth  number,  “LA  FIESTA,”  depicts  a 
right  of  joyous  Ca  ilian  re\e’ry.  To  the  fanfare  of 
trumpet  and  the  tinkle  of  tambourine  and  triangle, 
the  motley  crowd  lithely  sway  to  the  hypnotic  rhyilim 
of  tlie  Castanet  Dance.  Wi»h  dark  eyes  flashing 
'neath  sombrero  and  mantilla,  to  the  accelerated 
tempo  of  the  w’ild  finale,  a fitting  climax  to  this 
Suite  is  effected.
